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Local man suffers multiple fractures 

POLICE PROBE INTO 
TWO PUB BRAWLS 


AN Axminster man was left fighting for his 
life after being brutally assaulted at a local 
pub before Christmas. 

Police and ambulance personnel were called to the 
Red Lion in Lyme Street and Axminster Inn in Silver 
Street in unrelated incidents in the early hours of Sat¬ 
urday morning. 

A brawl at the Red Lion in Lyme Street involved 
around 30 revellers, resulting in several injuries in¬ 
cluding a possible malicious wounding. 

A fight broke out at Axminster Inn where local 
trader Terry Barker suffered a fracture to the skull.

An eye witness told Putman’s View that Mr Barker, 43, 
was held in an armlock and then repeatedly kicked in the 
head by others. 

As well as suffering serious head injuries, Mr Barker, 
who runs “Shoe Mate” in Silver Street, was left with eight 
broken ribs, two punctured lungs and several broken fin¬ 
gers. He was rushed to Musgrove Park Hospital in 
Taunton where he was released after treatment. 

But the severity of his injuries did not become apparent 


until he returned home to Axminster where his con¬ 
dition deteriorated rapidly and he was rushed by am¬ 
bulance to Dorchester Hospital where he spent some 
time in intensive care. 

Mr Barker, the father of two children, was cele¬ 
brating with friends at the Axminster Inn after taking 
part in a “pagan” wedding ceremony on Lyme Regis 
beach earlier in the day. 

The incidents are being investigated by CID offi¬ 
cers from Honiton who said that all those involved 
in the brawls were being identified and would be in¬ 
terviewed. At the time of going to press, the police 
had made no arrests.

AXMINSTER 

Multiple injuries 
in pub brawls 

AN AXMINSTER man was left fighting for his life 
after being brutally assaulted at a local pub before 
Christmas. 

Police and ambulance personnel were called to the 
Red Lion in Lyme Street and Axminster Inn in Silver 
Street in unrelated incidents in the early hours of 
Saturday morning. 

A brawl at the Red Lion in Lyme Street involved 
around 30 revellers, resulting in several injuries in¬ 
cluding a possible malicious wounding. 

A fight broke out at Axminster Inn where local 
trader Terry Barker suffered a fracture to the skull. 

An eye witness told Pulman’s Wewthat Mr Barker, 
43, was held in an armlock and then repeatedly 
kicked in the head by others. 

As well as suffering serious head injuries, Mr 
Barker, who runs “Shoe Mate” in Silver Street, was 
left with eight broken ribs, two punctured lungs and 
several broken fingers. He was rushed to Musgrove 
Park Hospital in Taunton where he was released 
after treatment. 

But the severity of his injuries did not become ap¬ 
parent until he returned home to Axminster where 
his condition deteriorated rapidly and he was rushed 
by ambulance to Dorchester Hospital where he 
spent some time in intensive care. 

Mr Barker, the father of two children, was cele¬ 
brating with friends at the Axminster Inn after tak¬ 
ing part in a “pagan” wedding ceremony on Lyme 
Regis beach earlier in the day. 

The incidents are being investigated by CID officers 
from Honiton who said that all those involved in the 
brawls were being identified and would be inter¬ 
viewed No arrests have been made.

From the editor’s chair 
Town’s night of shame 



IN LAST week’s column I was expressing the wish 
that all our readers would enjoy a peaceful Christ¬ 
mas. 

Well, it turned out anything but for those who 
went out to enjoy a quiet pre-Christmas drink in 
two Axminster pubs, as reported on page one of 
our Axminster edition and on the East Devon News 
Digest on this page {seeleft). 

Some people are referring it to it as “Axminster’s 
night of shame” which may be a bit strong but cer¬ 
tainly serious concern has been expressed over 
the severe beating meted out to one of the unfor¬ 
tunate victims in the two-pub brawls that took 
place in the early hours of last Saturday morning. 

Axminster trader Terry Barker was left with a 
fracture to the skull, several broken ribs, two 
punctured lungs and four broken fingers. 

That’s a severe and shameful assault in any lan¬ 
guage. 

Police and ambulance perseonnel were called to 
unrelated incidents at the Red Lion Inn and the 
Axminster Inn, two of Axminster’s most popular 
public houses. 

It is said that up to 30 revellers were involved in 
the disturbance outside the Red Lion. 


Fortunately, after early concerns for his condi¬ 
tion, Mr Barker has made a remarkable recovery 
and was discharged from hospital on Friday after¬ 
noon. It could have been a very different story. 

At the time of going to press, no arrests had been 
made but police enquiries are continuing and it is 
to be hoped that the culprits of the attack on Mr 
Barker, and those responsible at the Red Lion ear¬ 
lier that evening, are apprehended and dealt with 
accordingly and with punishments which reflect 
the brutality of the attacks. 

The incidents are bound to lead to calls for a 
greater police presence in Axminster. In recent 
years great concerns have been expressed about 
the policing levels in the town and the constant 
changing of personnel. Questions will certainly be 
asked at the next town council meeting. 

With the newly appointed Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner for Devon and Cornwall, Tony Hogg, now 
in place, this may be an opportune moment for an 
invitation to be extended to him to visit Axminster 
and outline his plans for future policing of East 
Devon where, we are told, there is often only one 
policeman on duty at night to cover the whole area.

Mrs Charman recently moved to Colyton from 
Southfields, London, following her retirement from 
the civil service. Her career in government included 
five years as press secretary at 10 Downing Street, 
serving Prime Ministers Margaret Thatcher and John 
Major. 

Commenting on her new role in the latest Colyton 
Church and Community newsletter, she said: “I am 
delighted and honoured to have been appointed to 
this historic role and bailiff to the Chamber of Feof¬ 
fees and am looking forward to serving the commu¬ 
nity in Colyton.” 

HONITON 

A 59-year-old man died when a car and a lorry col¬ 
lided on the A30 near Honiton on Christmas Eve. 

Emergency services were called to the two-vehicle 
crash at Rawridge Hill at 11.35 am. 

A police spokesperson said: “A silver Ford Focus 
travelling towards Honition had been in collision 
with a lorry which was heading towards Somerset. 

“The driver of the Focus, who was from London, but 
was living with family in the local area, sustained se¬ 
rious injuries and died at the scene. 

“The driver of the lorry, a 50-year-old man from 
Launceston, suffered minor injuries.” 

The road was closed for 10 hours while police in¬ 
vestigated the scene and removed the HGV. 


SIDMOUTH 

Swimmers brave 
Boxing Day dip 

AS HUNDREDS of spectators lined Sidmouth’s 
seafront for the annual Boxing Day dip, brave swim¬ 
mers were pulled from the sea after being swept 
onto the rocks. 

Despite the stormy skies and choppy waters, a 
huge number of people braved the conditions to 
support the traditional Sidmouth swim, but a hand¬ 
ful of unlucky swimmers emerged from the sea 
after being rescued by members of the lifeboat 
team, some of them badly grazed. 

Just under 400 people participated in this year’s 
dip, many arriving in a spectacular array of fancy 
dress Christmas themed costumes. 

Packing the seafront with colourful costumes and 
imaginative outfits, the brave swimmers enjoyed 
festive punch provided by RNLI volunteers at Sid¬ 
mouth’s lifeboat station before gathering on the 
beach for the main event. 

But as 11am struck, and the swimmers rushed into 
the cold waters, the rough seas and choppy condi¬ 
tions forced many to come running straight back 
out, some emerging from the water with cuts and 
minor injuries. 

Organiser Keith Knight was quoted in a national 
newspaper, which prominently featured the drama 
under the headline of “’’Swimming into terror”, as 
saying: “A few people had a few scrapes but there 
was no serious injuries. It went well considering the 
weather.”

NEW Year is the time when the leaders of all our 
Churches like to offer messages for the months 
ahead, and this year is no exception. 

First comes the outgoing Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury Rowan Williams who used his final sermon at 
Canterbury Cathedral to reflect on the damage to the 
church’s credibility caused by the vote against 
women bishops. 

Pope Benedict XVI used his Christmas message 
(on Twitter) to pray for peace in the Middle East after 
acknowledging that religion has been misused in 
history. He addressed the conflicts raging across the 
Holy Land, North Africa, Mali, Nigeria., and Kenya. He 
warned of the dangers when people think they have 
to take God’s causes into their own hands. He did not 
deny a misuse of religion in history, but said that a 
world without God would not bring peace. 

The incoming Archbishop of Canterbury, Justin 
Welby, said at Durham, that it was easy to be de¬ 
spondent about the Church, when reflecting on the 
growing clash between secular and religious morals. 
The true Christmas story which has at its heart the 
triumph of love over hopefulness and weakness 
over strength, justify the Church’s struggles for 
“good news” in our poor world. 

The year ahead is likely to see more clashes over 
issues of women bishops and gay marriages. In all 
these messages great use was made of Twitter in 
order to reach younger Britons. Our Prime Minister 
also adopted a mostly Christian note in his message 
which spoke of faith giving hope to countless mil¬ 
lions, referring to Jesus as “the light of all mankind.” 
Also a former Archbishop of Canterbury, Lord Carey, 
said that the PM should be applauded for having 
nailed his colour to the mast. 

Our own Bishop of Exeter ended the old year in the 
news at the House of Lords, by offering views on the 
Israeli-Arab conflict, and criticism of forthcoming 
cuts in payments of disability allowance, which will 
severely reduce recipients ability to help themselves 
from April next. Government response was not en¬ 
tirely hopeful. 

Looking ahead, there is confirmation that the 
women bishops legislation will be revisited by the 
House of Bishops of the General Synod in time for the 
next General Synod in July 2013. Before then the 
Week of Prayer for Christian Unity 2013 comes in 
January 2013 from 18th-25th. Churches Together in 
Britain offer booklets from their website.

“Our normal one is at the end of March in Lyme Regis, 
but we are keen to branch out and thought it might in¬ 
terest a few people a few days before Christmas.” 

The event meant that Axminster did get a beer fes¬ 
tival after all in 2012. 

The town’s annual showpiece - Axminster Beer, 
Music and Cider Festival - was scheduled for the last 
Saturday in June but fell victim to the wet weather.

Three on bail 

OFFICERS investigating the unexplained death of 
a woman in Axminster have arrested and bailed 
three people in connection with alleged drugs 
supply offences. 

Police were called to an address in Millwey Av¬ 
enue in Axminster on December 5th by the am¬ 
bulance service. 

A police spokesperson said: “Ambulance crews 
had to take a 40-year-old woman to Royal Devon 
and Exeter Hospital, but staff were unable to re¬ 
suscitate her and she died later that day. 

“Police investigating are treating the death as 
unexplained, but will prepare a file for the coroner 
in due course. 

“Following further enquiries, two people were 
arrested on December 11th and on December 19th 
a third person was arrested on suspicion of sup¬ 
plying Class A drugs.” 

All three are due to answer bail in the New Year. 

FIREFIGHTERS rescued one person whose car 
was stuck in water on the A358 at Weycroft 
Bridge, near Axminster. 

The call came in at about 11.45am on Thursday, 
December 20th and a spokesperson for the fire 
and rescue service said: “Two appliances - one 
from Axminster and one from Colyton - with the 
Specialist Rescue Team and ranger with mud 
mats from the Urban Search and Rescue based at 
the Devon and Somerset Fire and Rescue Service 
headquarters at Clyst St George were mobilised. 

“On arrival at the scene one vehicle was located 
on a public highway in flood water with one per¬ 
son still inside. 

“Crews donned two dry suits and used wading 
poles to remove one female from flood water onto 
dry land and the vehicle to higher ground.”

Thinking of keeping 
bees in the new year?

BEEKEEPING could earn you lots 
of “kudos from neighbours”. 

That is the incentive used by mem¬ 
bers of East Devon Beekeepers 
(EDB) in their recruiting campaign 
for a beginners' course soon to start 
on January 28th. 

In promotional material - headlined 
'pleasures of beekeeping' - prospec¬ 
tive beekeepers are told: "Contrary to 
popular opinion, collecting a swarm 
from someone's garden is sheer fun, 
and gets you lots of kudos from 
neighbours." 

East Devon Beekeepers is a branch 
of Devon Beekeepers' Association 
and has an apiary on a farm between 
Axminster and Kilmington. 

Apart from East Devon, the branch 
also draws members from neigh¬ 
bouring parts of Somerset and 
Dorset. The current membership 
stands at about 150, but it is hoped 
this will swell after the course for be¬ 
ginners. 

The initial part of the 2013 begin¬ 
ners' course will be held in the 
cricket pavilion in Kilmington, to be 
followed by summer sessions at the 
branch apiary. 

EDB member Rowland Molony 
outlined the curriculum by saying: 


"The beginners' course starts in Jan¬ 
uary and meets regularly through to 
April, when meetings move across to 
the branch apiary where participants 
get to handle bees, identify the inter¬ 
nal working parts of a hive, and un¬ 
destand the natural organisation of a 
colony. 

"This means identifying queen, 
workers, drones, learning about their 
individual life-cycles, and the divi¬ 
sion of labour between the bees. 

"The hive is composed of many 
components, so students become fa¬ 
miliar with this type of hardware. 

"They also see the value of suitable 
clothing, and necessary personal 
equipment. 

"Managing bees throughout the 
year is a vital part of the course: that 
is through spring expansion, dealing 
with swarms, harvesting honey and 
preparing bees for winter. 

"Students also learn about stings, 
using smoke, keeping records, liais¬ 
ing with the public, selling honey, 
and many many more areas that get 


opened up by studying flowers, 
pollen, nectar, and the biology of the 
bee." 

Trudi Morgan is one of those who 
took up beekeeping after attending 
the annual course. She said: "It is the 
third summer coming up, so I'm a 
novice. 

"I always wanted to keep bees and 
a friend told me there was one place 
left on the course." 

Her fellow beekeeper Emma Norris 
has been involved a little longer. She 
took up the hobby eight years ago 
and told Putman's View: "I inherited 
my grandfather's old beehives. 

"He kept bees in the 1930s and dur¬ 
ing the war. 

"I hadn't known him as a beekeeper 
but I had heard the stories. 

"Another beekeeper persuaded me 
to have a go, and it was infectious."

It’s no longer local opinion that counts 


■ ‘BETWEEN a rock and a hard 
place’ best describes the status of 
local opinion in the planning 
process. 

Yet another appeal decision - this 
time that of Redrow Homes, who 
propose to develop a greenfield site 
east of Butts Road, Ottery St Mary - 
has run counter to local pubic 
opinion and that of the OSM Town 
Council and East Devon District 
Council. 

All parties were unified in 
favouring the development of the 
Switchgear Factory (brownfield) 
site and the Island Farm site, both 
located to the west of the town. 

In his report published on 
December 14th, Neil Pope, the 
planning inspector, summed up the 
current status of public local opinion 
and the democratic process by 
confirming that: “There is much 
local opposition to the appeal 
scheme and I have noted ... a 
Government objective of 
empowering local people to shape 
their surroundings. 


“Whilst I do not set these concerns 
aside lightly, local opposition is not 
in itself sufficient to withhold 
permission. 

“Moreover, the Government has 
also made it clear that housing 
market requirements are important, 
as well as the need to facilitate 
housing and respond positively to 
wider opportunities for growth.” 

Forget Structure Plans, forget 
Local Plans, a new reality has come 
into existence triggered by the 
Localisation Act 2011 and the 
emergence of the National Planning 
Policy Framework (NPPF). 

It is no longer local opinion that 
counts. It is the political whim of 
centralised government that matters 
more. 

There is a deluded belief that our 
current economic ills will be ended, 
by allowing unfettered development 
of the countryside. 

The crucial matter that tipped the 
scales in favour of the developer 
was that, once again, as in the recent 
case at Feniton, EDDC “have failed 


to convincingly confirm, on a 
district-wide basis, a five year 
supply of deliverable sites for 
housing”. 

At the inquiry’s previous plans 
were declared as time-expired and 
in the void that has been created 
between these earlier plans and the 
emerging East Devon Local Plan 
(2006-2026) developers now have 
the upper hand and will exploit 
every opportunity to develop sites 
whether they are in Ottery, Feniton, 
Seaton, Axminster, West Hill, 
Exmouth or Sidmouth. Develop¬ 
ment is inevitable. 

We need more affordable homes, 
more employment opportunities, 
improved social provision and sites 
for school expansion. 

What is at issue is the scale of the 
developments and their location. 
This is where public opinion is 
essential. 

The current free-for-all will 
inevitably lead to poor planning 
decisions. EDDC planners must 
shoulder some blame for allowing

Memorable season for the wrong reason! 


FOR the second time this season 
the entire Fresha Devon & Exeter 
fixture programme, 55 League 
games and two cup ties, was 
washed away by the weather on 
Saturday, December 22nd - ex¬ 
actly one month after the first 
wipeout. 

D&E League doyen Colin Good¬ 
win commented:"ln my 40years 
as press reporter for the League I 
cannot recall any season when 
two Saturdays have been totally 
redundant. 

"It is going to mean a lot of 
work for Chris Cole in his first 
year as fixtures secretary. 

"But most divisions are cur¬ 
rently well under way, and unless 
the weather remains inclement 
over the next few months it 
should not mean a great strain 
on the annual rush to get the 
season finished. 

"My mention earlier of 40 years 
reporting on the League set me 
to look up the record of Devon & 
Exeter League Secretaries since 
the second world war. 

"Remarkably since that time 
there have only been FOUR yes 
just FOUR over the 66 year pe¬ 
riod to date. 

"Our current man in charge Mr 
Chris Davey took over the reins in 
2005, following the longest serv¬ 
ing secretary Mr Eric Manning 
who served the League for 37 
years since 1968. 

"I do not know whether any 
other local or national leagues 
can match that record, but it was 
a massive commitment for Eric 
who played the game well into 
his 60s. 

Before Eric took on the task Mr 


Walt Sanders was secretary of the 
Exeter & District League, as it was 
know then, for ten years and he 
was handed the job by Mr R Hus- 
son who was the League's first 
secretary after the 1939-45 War 
years ended. 

"Mr Husson had the office for 
12 years until Mr Sanders took on 
in 1958. Records indicate that pre 
the 1939-45 War Mr R T A Couch 
was the League's secretary."

SOMERSET county cricket club 
is making the headlines as 
2012 draws to a close and 2013 
is looming large on the hori¬ 
zon.

Trego will be joined by Pak¬ 
istani Abdur Rehman.The 32- 
yeard-old left-arm spinner 
made an immediate impact in 
his four championship games 
for the county last season tak¬ 
ing 27 wickets at just 14.18 in¬ 
cluding a superb haul of 9 for 
65 against Worcestershire at 
Taunton back in September. 

But Rehman also made the 
headlines off the field for the 
wrong reasons when he tested 
positive for cannabis during his 
12-week spell in the country.
